giving us fome book proper for the purpofe.

And here ‘I. cannot forbear exclaiming againft the 
common method of teaching children to read by fpelling 3 
that is, by diflinftly naming the letters of the word, 
and then putting them together. A method fo abfurd 
and unnatural, fo tedious and irkfom, that it is fur- 
prifing it fhould be fo-long, and fo generally ufed. 
‘For, the naming of the letters of a word or fyllable, 
is fo far from helping the learner to the true formation 
or founding thereof, that it is rather an hindrance to 
him ; becaufe every letter hath its name, and found- 
eth differently by itfelf, from what it doth when join- 
ed with others ; and confequently, muft needs perplex 
and confound the child, when he comes to join them 
in one found, to form-a word or fyllable, ‘This every 


teacher muft have obferved. And I am perfuaded, 


that it is owing to this /pelling cuffom, that we have — 
fo many drawling, blundering readers, not only among 4- 
children, but adult perfons: and that, if any one hap- J 


pen, in any tolerable degree, to become mafter of his |° 


mother tongue, fo as to read it with more facility 
and exactnefs than ordinary, it is owing to chance, 
or his genius, rather than to the manner of his edu- 
cation. . . 

The method, therefore, which I would humbly 
recommend to be taken in this cafe, is, that the child 
fhould be taught to /peak every word and Syllable at 
once without any divifion of theletters. By ae airs 
| 2 | aS 
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he will, by degrees, get an habitual certainty in the 
right pronunciation, and a perfect infight into the nature 
and property of the letters. And as the words and 
leffons are ranged in this book, this method will be 
found very eafy and practicable; and the learner will 
be able, in a much fhorter time than by the old me- 
_ thod, to read truly, exactly, and readily, any Englifh 
book whatever, that fhall come before him. 

‘This. method may not, perhaps, be fo readily ad- 
mited as might be expected; yet I dare fay, whoever 
fhall be prevailed with to make.ufe of it, will foon be 
convinced of the facility, reafonablenefs, and advan- 
tage thereof. Nor am I fingular-in my opinion ; fe~ 
veral ingenious authors have taken notice of the falfe 
and irregular ways of teaching, efpecially among thofe 
who have the fir/? education of children. Mr. Lod- 
wick, in his Univerfal Alphabet, exprefleth himfelf 
after this manner: ‘ As the prefent alphadets, faye he, 
* are imperfe&t, fo alfo are the primers, or firft books, 
* wherein children are taught to fpell and read. Firft, 
‘in not having a perfec? alphabet. And fecondly, in 
© not being digeffed in fuch a method, as is fit and pro- 

_ © per to teach them as they ought to be taught. For the 
* ufual way to teach them to {fpell, is to difmember 
* every fyllable into as many fyllables-.as it hath lettets, 
* by exprefling every letter apart, and fyllabically ; 
_ ©.and the confonants with fuch a vowel, as they are 
* ordinarily named with ; and then requiring the learner 
* to join all thefe fyllables into one word. 

But how prepofterous this method is, one inftance 
will manifeft: fuppofe the-monofyllable drand to be 
fpelled, the child is taught thus. to difmember it, 
bee, er, a, en, dee; and then is required to join thefe 
into one fyllable, which it is impoffible for him to 
do; and this one fyllable muft be expreffed by five 
fyligbles, which was not defigned.. Whereas, the 
child foould be taught to exprefs every fyllable entire, at 
firft fight, without difmembring it; and to do this he 
muft proceed gradually: firft, beginning with the moft 

Simple fyllables, and fo by. degreesy proceeding to the more 
: | —— aifficuk 
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difficult and compounded ones, till he can readily pree ' 
_ nounce a whole fyllable at firft fight, even the mof? dif~ 
freult that are. To that end Mr. Lodwick advifeth 
_ that all the primers fhould be contrived after a new 
- and eafy manner: which I have here attempted: tho’ 
not exatly: agreeable to his plan, yet in fuch a natu- 
yal and agreeable order, that whether children. be 
taught by the old method, or after this which is now 
propofed, this bok will, it is prefumed,. be found more 
likely to anfwer the ends of teaching, than any other 
book whatfoever, for the reafons before given. 
. And now, having faid all that feemed neceflary by | 
way. of preface to this little book ; I have nothing to 
add, but my wifhes, that it may be as ufeful to thab | 
province of little people it is defigned for, as my aim | 
and endeavours are hearty and real to ferve them:

1. N: order to attain a good habit in reading : 
accu{tom yourfelf to pronounce every word 


and fyllable clearly, filly, and diftinétly, accord- 


ing to the natural and ufual-found of the letters ; 
whether hard or foft, long or fhort: fo will you 
be able to write or fpell the fame more exactly 
and properly; for a faulty pronunciation is the 
principle, if not the only occafion. of falfe fpel- 
ing. | 3 

2. Be careful in laying the Accent of a word 
on its preps: fyllable (which the foregoing ta- 
bles wil

When there is a circular mark placed over 
a period thus (?) it is called an interroga-

But if the period hath a ‘ftraight ftroke or 
dafh placed over it thus (!) it 1s called an admi- 
ration or exclamation, becaufe the words fore- 
going are expreffive of fomething out of order, 
wonderful and furprifing.

. ing and writing, for other purpofes and 

occafions: as the apoftrophus, hyphen, el- 
lipfis, parenthefis, parathefis, para prapis 
fection, quotation, and the marks of refe- 
tence, called the index, afterifm, obelifk, &c.

11, If you meet with any word or fentence 
inclofed between two half-circles thus () called 
a parenthefis; that which is fo inclofed hath no 
dependance on what went before or cometh af- 
ter: but is brought in, as it were, by the by, to 
explain or illuftrate the fenfe: in the reading of 
- which, the voice fhould be fomewhat lowered. 

32. The parathefis or brackets, made thus [ ] 
generally ferve to inclofe words or fentences of 
the fame value or fignification with what went 
before, which may be ufed indifferently the one 
for the other; or to inclofe fomething taken from 
fome other book. | | 

13. When a chapter of the bible confifteth of 
‘ feveral divifions or diftiné&t fubjects, the para- 
graph marked thus QJ or § is placed at the be- 
ginning of each divifion. But in other books this 
mark §, called a /eéfion, is put inftead of the 
paragraph, 14. If 
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14. Ifany fentence or paflage is taken out of — 
one book and inferted in another, the fame is’ 
diftinguifhed by this mark (””) called a quotation s 
put at the beginning and at the end of it, as 
well as at the beginning of each line. 

15. When any word, fentence, or paflage is 


to be remarked or taken particular notice of, the 


index, or fore-finger of a hand, thus « is placed 


a apaintt the fame. 


16. In the bible and other books, when refe-— 
rences are made to fome other places or books 
for proof, explanation, or illuftration of the fub- 
ject ; fuch references are noted with the afterifm *, 
or obelisk -, or any other.mark, letters, or fi- 
gures, in the margin ‘or bottom of the leaf, 
directs you to the place refered to. 

47, Whatever you-read, endeavour to under- 
ftand, and pafs not over any word carelefly, 
without examining into its meaning; by con- 
fulting fome good Englifh expofitor or diction- 


ary. his you will find of vaft advantage to 


you ; and you will in time acquire fuch a perfect 
knowledge of your native language, as to be able

18. We have abundance of words that end

ig. As for the divifions of words into fylla- 
bles (about which authors have made fuch a buftle 
and conteft) there being no occafion for it, but 
when in writing or peas: there is not room 
in one line to fini 
put part of it in the next line; you need only 
obferve, that no more letters fhould be taken 
into the firft line, but what are neceflary to end 
or compleat the found of that part of the word; 
nor leave any letters for the next line, but what 
are proper to begin a fyllable, in which your ear 
will be your beft guide. And remember that a 
word of one fyllable muft never be parted. 

20. All proper names of perfons, places, and 
things; and the firft word of every diftiné fen- 
’ tence, verfe, or quotation : and all fuch words as 
are very expreflive of the writer’s intent and 
meaning; fhould begin with a capital or great 
letter. But in all other refpects, the great let- 
ters fhould be ufed as fparingly as poffible: for 
the too frequent and unneceflary ufe of them, 
in printing or writing, not only hinders that ré- 
markable diftinction intended by a great letter, 


but makes what is writteh or printed, appear ir- _ 


regular and deformed. The pronoun J, and the 
interjection O, muft always be great letters ; as 
I am glad to fee you.—O that. they were wifi, that 


they would confider this, that they would remember 


their latter end! 
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
